Isolated Homo of AVidow Burned to 


the Ground When No One is Near 


to Give Assistance 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 31.—Mrs. 


E. Nelson, a widow, living alone in 
an isolated house awoke early Sun- 
day morning to find herself surriund- 
ed 
by 
flames 
and 
her home 


being 
rapidly 
burned 
to 
the 


ground. Escape was cut off, and the 
woman was obliged to leap from the 
second story to save her life. When 
the police and firemen arrived, Mrs. 
Nelson was found shivering In a clus- 
ter of trees, watching the flames con- 
suming her home. 


Mrs. Nelson says that she awoke 


during the night with a headache, 
and that she lighted a gasoline stove 
to prepare a medical preparation.

House Enveloped in Flames 


When she was aroused by the suf-

through the flames In the kitchen 


when she thought of the attic. It 
could only be reached by means of a 
ladder that led from her bedroom. 
The woman climbed into the attic in 
safety, and after breaking the small 
window leaped to the ground and 
escaped to the woods. 


Hiding in Woods 


The nearest house is over a block 
distant. In her scanty attire, Mrs. 
Nelson could not help herself, and 
she decided to remain in the woods 
until help came. 
A policeman saw 


the flames from a distance and sent 
in an alarm. Wlven the apparatus 
came, Mrs. ^Nelson was found hiding 
in the woods.

PACTS WHICH SPORTSMEN OP LA 


CROSSE MUST KNOW 


WILD BIRDS ARE PROTECTED 


Facts and Figures on What May be 


Done by the Sportsman of Wis- 
consin Without Breaking Law 


The hunting season for all kinds 


of game, -except deer, prairie chick- 
ens and fur-bearing animals, opens 
tomorrow, Tuesday, Sept. 1. 


Quail, pheasant, swan, beaver and 


moose are protected in .Wisconsin at 
all times. 


Prairie chicken or grouse of any 


variety may be killed from Oct. 1 
to Oct. 15 in the following counties 
only: Adams, Barron, Burnett, Buf- 
falo, Chippewa, 
Clark, 
Crawford, 


Dodge, 
Dunn, 
Grant, Eau Claire, 


Iowa, Jackson, 
Juneau, Lafayette, 


Marquette, Monroe, 
Pepin, 
Polk, 


Portage, Richland, 
Rusk, 
Sawyer, 


St. Croix, .Vernon, Washbum and 
Wood. 
••-. 


Protected Birds 


All kinds of wild birds are protect- 


ed except the .house sparrow, crow, 
sharp skinned hawk, reaper's hawk, 
owls and blackbirds and game birds 
in season. 


Number of Game Birds 


It is prohibited to kill or have in 


possession or transport during any 
one day, more than ten grouse, prai- 
rie chicken, woodcock, wild geese 
or brant; more than fifteen partridg- 
es; more than twenty-five ducks, 
mudhens (coots), plovers, 
snipes, 
rails and rice hens. 


The possession of any protected 


game birds by any person who is not 
in possession of a hunting license Is 
unlawful. 


A resident of 'this state, in posses- 


sion of a hunting license, may carry 
with him the full limit of any one 
kind of game birds, or a mixed bag, 
containing not more than thirty of 
the game birds therein enumerated, 
the bag not to contain more than the 
limit fixed herein for any one varie- 
ty of said game birds. 


If a hunter kills twenty-five mud- 


hens or ricehe'ns he cannot kill any 
ducks^ails, plovers or snipe that day, 
but he may kill or transport with his 
twenty-five mudhens of ducks five 
partridges or five geese, or wood- 
cocks, «tc., or if he kills his limit in 
partridges (fifteen) he may shoot or 
transport the same day fifteen ducks, 
mudhens, etc., or five woodcocks and 
ten prairie chickens, etc., to have 
thirty in all. 


A non-resident in possession of a 


hunting license may take thirty game 
birds and carry the same under the 
limitations and restrictions, provided 
for residents, to points within or 
without this state but not more than 
thirty birds in any one year. 


Game birds and venison can not be 


shipped or sold hut must be accom- 
panied by the owner on the same 
train, etc. 


Method of Hunting Water Fowl 
It is prohibited to hunt with or 


shoot acquatic fowl from any boat 
or canoe outside or beyond the nat- 
ural covering of. weeds, rushes or 
other vegetation growing above the 
water, or to use more than, twenty- 
five decoys, or set them more than 
200 feet from natural covering or 
to pursue or.kill any acquatic fowl 
between, one hour after sunset and 
one hour before sunrise. 


No rifle can be used to hunt or 


molest acquatic fowl. 


Babbits, Squirrels, Etc. 


Rabbits 
and 
squirrels may be 


.hunted from September 1 to March 1; 
fisher, marten or mink, Nov. 1 to 
March 1; otter, Nov. 1 to Feb. 15; 
raccoon, October 1 to Jan. 1; musk- 
rat, Nov. 1 to May 1. Musrats cannot 
be shot or speared. 


Hunting,rabbits with ferret, or the 


possession of a ferret while hunting 
is prohibited.
